That tribunal, from the time of Chief 
Justice Marshall down to the present, 
has repeatedly admitted that with the 
consent of Congress it w ould be perfect 
lv competent for the States to legislate 
on certain matters within the domain of 
interstate or even foreign commerce. As 
early as 17HH such consent was granted 
by Congress in the case of State pilotage 
laws, and in the orignal package opinion 
itself the Supreme Court suggested that
